NEW BRITAIN, Conn.— 
One of the winningest young 
coaches in collegiate baseball 
is Henry (Hank) Majlinger of 
New Britain Teachers, who 
teaches by day while his wife 
Eleanor minds the kids and 
then baby sits by night while 
the missus goes to college. 
Majlinger, a big blond Ashta- 
bula, Ohio, native who found 
his way to New Britain via 
New York University, coaches 
football and baseball, and by 
his own admission takes nei- 
ther home to supper. 


His baseball record for 10 
years is 116 victories and but 
37 losses, and he says it isn’t 
done with mirrors—just by hit- 
ting ‘the ball. 


“We concentrate on batting 
more than most schools and it 
certainly has paid off in the 
win column,” he explains. 


Professional men will tell 
you hitters are born, not made, 
and Majlinger won’t disagree. 

Having led a pretty active 
life to date, Hank isn’t a coach 
to permit monotony to creep 
into his practice sessions if he 
can help it. He is constantly 
coming up with some gadget to 
challenge his young players in 
drills. They not only like this 
departure from the ordinary, 
but actually show improvement 
in batting as a result.

Majlinger has never had a 
losing season at New Britain, 
with a 12-1 mark in 1950 and a 
174 record in 1952 his best. 


“Everybody here thought 
we'd go under last year, but 
the batters finally pulled us 
through for a 9-8 record,” he 
chuckles. 


Hank had two stretches at 
NYU. Before World War II, he 
played football and baseball, 
the latter with Sam Mele and 
Ralph Branca.,He was serious- 
ly wounded in the war, but 
came back in amazing fashion 
to compete in football and 
track before graduating in 
1947. 


Two of the most important 
things in Majlinger’s life occur- 
red on bridges. After coming 
through the D-Day landing in 
France unscathed, he was 
wounded at Remagen Bridge 
while serving as a Ranger with 
the 27th Armored Infantry. 


A tracer bullet severed the 
hamstring in his left leg and 
doctors said he would never be 
able to move it again. But he 
did, well enough to play foot- 
ball, and this was considered 
something of a surgical pheno- 
menon at the time. 


Then, while at NYU, he met 
Eleanor on the ‘Triborough 
Bridge one day and she became 
his wife and the mother of 
Susie and Ivy Ann.

Lloyd Nix Takes 3 


Straight Victories

AUBURN, Ala.,—Southeastern 
Conference sports fans, still in a 
state of mild shock over the ac- 
complishments of Lloyd Nix on 
the football field, are wondering 
just how far the lefthander can 
go in baseball. 

Nix already has won three 
games for the SEC’s defending 
champions, although he had 
never pitched in a college base- 
ball game until this season. 


What puzzles the fans, and op- 
posing batters, is the fact that 
Nix doesn’t appear to have any- 
thing on the ball. 

A first-baseman by trade, Nix 
was called on for stop-gap mound 
duty this season after pro base- 
ball scouts raided the Auburn 
campus and_ signed, among 
others, ace pitcher Quinneth 
(Red) Roberts. 


Nix had pitched in industrial 
leagues around his hometown of 
Carbon Hill, Ala., during sum- 
mers, but wasn’t figured to be 
any more than adequate in the 
fast Southeastern Conference 
race. 

Now he has won three against 
no defeats. His work never looks 
good until the last out is made 
and Auburn has won another 
baseball game. : 

One of the best examples of 
Nix’s mound work occured in a 
recent game with Georgia Tech 
when he allowed 11 hits but still 
managed to hold the Jackets to 
two earned runs as Auburn won, 
9-4, knocking Tech out of the 
league lead and handing it to 
Auburn. 

Nix walked only two Tech 
batters, allowed no _ extra-base 
blows and grew stronger with 
each inning. He failed to record 
a single strikeout until he whif- 
fed four while protecting a lead 
in the last two innings. 

Tech hitters said he threw 
nothing but junk. Still, they con- 
sidered themselves lucky to hack 
out two earned runs. 

Auburn baseball Coach Erskine 
Russell, like football coach Ralph 
Jordan, can’t explain exactly 
why Nix is a winner. All they 
can say is that when the clutch 
comes, he is at his best. 

When not called on to pitch, the 
square-jawed senior plays first 
base. He is one of the slickest 
fielder’s in league and the owner 
of a respected bat. 

His play at first base, incident- 
ally, has a lot to do with Auburn’s 
24-game unbeaten streak in foot- 
ball. 

When Auburn opened the 1957 
season with tough Tennessee, a 
team which had humiliated Au- 
burn a year previously, Nix play- 
ed his first college football game 
t quarterback and didn’t make 
mistake. 

One reason Jordan decided to 
nvert Nix from a halfback to 
uarter was that he had watched 
his play at first base and decided 
ix was a “thinker.” 

So for the two unbeaten sea- 
sons, which included the national 
championship in 1957 and second 
in the nation in 1958, Nix quarter- 
ked the Auburn football team 
the same manner he is now 
tching the baseball team to- 
ard a conference championship. 
Both seasons he led the South- 
tern Conference in passing, 
t no one but his coaches ever 
dmitted he was a passer. He 
ew a “football” knuckle ball 
at looked like a wounded 
bhigeon. But he had few inter- 
teptions and, most of-all, always 
Managed to ‘do whatever needed 
doing to give Auburn a victory. 
Ordinarily, a pro baseball scout 
youldn’t give Nix a look, which 
paybe is good for Auburn. They 
ded the campus after the 
Tligers won the 1957 conference 
{championship and paid out $125,- 
“7000, literally wrecking the champ- 
bnship team.

SPEED-UP BASEBALL! Why not? 


In Winter Park, Fla., Rollins College Coach Joe Justice 
proved you can play college baseball—any kind of baseball, 
in fact—fast and not take away from the game. 


Three of the last four games in Joe’s annual baseball 
week tourney were played in less than 1 hour and 50 minutes. 


How long did it take to play the last ball game you saw? 
Two and a half hours? Maybe, three hours? 


We took a stop watch to the last ball game we watched 
in the cactus country—Arizona, that is podnuh! Here are 
some of the interesting things we noted about the delays in 
a baseball game: 


1)—It took an average of a minute and 20 seconds for 
the pitcher to warm up between innings. That meant more 
than 20 minutes of dead action in the game, for in Joe Jus- 
tice’s speed-up the pitcher warms-up on the sidelines during 
the inning. 


2)—It took an average of 10 seconds to “toss the ball 
around the horn” after each out. Multiply that times the 
number of outs in a ball game, and look at the wasted time. 
Does the infield really need to ‘“‘warm-up” between outs? 


3)—Many times 10 seconds were wasted each time the 
pitcher strolled to home plate to bat. 


Why shouldn’t collegiate baseball take the lead in speed- 
ing-up the game? Joe Justice of Rollins and Paul Eckley, 
Amherst coach who is also interested in accelerated baseball, 
would like to see some rule changing. Perhaps the AACBC’s 
rules committee ought to make a test study of speed - up 


baseball.

QUOTABLE QUCTES: Early Wynn, in: John Car- 
michael’s “Barber Shop” (Chicago Daily News)—‘“It seems 
to me that baseball could stimulate the game in colleges more 
than it does. Kids don’t go to college to play baseball. 
They’re at the rah-rah stage. They like bodily contact and 
want the girls to watch them, so they go out for football or 
basketball. Besides the baseball coach is usually an assistant 
in something else. Maybe if the big leagues picked out 25 
colleges and suggested the proper coaches, paying half their 
salaries if necessary, it would be well worth while. 

“Put all the players in a pool and let them be drafted, 
like they do in pro football. Give the kids an incentive to 
play baseball, like they have in football.” 


ROD DEDEAUX (AACEC prexy) in a United Press Inter- 
national interview by Alex Kahn: “I tell my players that a 
college education is worth $100,000 to them and if they con- 
sider signing for less they should look at their hole card. Of 
course there are hardship cases where a boy feels he can’t 
pass up a good bonus. In those instances, I try to talk them 
into coming back to school during the off season. 

“I feel a boy has more time to mature if he stays in col- 
lege. If he has the ability, the major league scouts will be 
just as anxious to sign him after graduation as they were 
before. And if he doesn’t make the big time, he still has his 
college degree. 

“Nothing is more pathetic than a youngster who signed 
a professional contract too early, failed to make the grade 
and has no education to fall back on.”

Editor: 

I’ve meant for some time to 
congratulate, you on the first 
rate job you’re doing with COL- 
LEGIATE BASEBALL. It’s a 
good paper and should perform a 
valuable function. I certainly 
hope that we’ll see you here for 
the Centennial in May. 

At the same time I’d like to 
take issue—not only with you, 
but with columnist Fritz McKale 
for your positions on the Arizona 
incident. This is flying into the 
hornet’s nest but I cannot share 
his ahger about the matter, In- 
deed, it seems to me that the col- 
leges are more to blame for the 
consequences of raiding than the 
pros. The business of the pros is 
baseball; the business of the col- 
leges—lest we forget—is educa- 
tion. 

Any young man in college to 
get an education first (and play 
ball on the side) is not likely to 
run off in the middle of the sea- 
son. But a young man _ who’s 
been in college three and a haif 
years and who cannot wait for 
the end, of a season and semester 
must set very little value by his 


education. If the college gives the’ 


young man the idea that he’s 
there primarily to play ball by 
giving him an athletic scholar- 
ship—or even without it—can 
there be any surprise if he takes 
a better offer from the pros? 

It’s unfortunate that Leek’s 
signing makes things so difficult 
for the Arizona team and even 
more unfortunate that the fans 
will not come out to see medio- 
cre players. But the function of 
college athletics is not the enter- 
tainment of fans but the pro- 
vision of opportunity to college 
students to participate in sports. 
If games are a “financial flop” 
that’s unfortunate. If the game 
is played to make money then 
the university is all the more in 
competition with the pros. 

Personally I can’t see _ that 
Cleveland did anything unethical. 
If a student quits college to work 
for a brewery who blames the 
brewery- If he quits to join the 
Army, who blames the govern- 
ment? If the college is disturbed 
at all it should be because the 
student threw away some educa- 
tional opportunities, and it should 
take steps to make sure that the 
students are aware of the values 
of education. If a boy is in col- 
lege just waiting for a good offer, 
whether it be from baseball, or 
brewers or the Army, then it is 
the college’s mistake or his own, 
but certainly not that of the party 
which hires him.

POINTS TO REMEMBER 

Be a strike one pitcher. If you have the reputation of 
consistently getting the first strike over, more close decisions 
will come your way. Get ahead of the batter. Throw to a 
target, the catcher’s glove or some part of his body. Keep your 
eyes on the target. 

The pitcher throws to a batter’s weakness, The fielders 
play to his strength. 

When in trouble make the batter hit your best pitch. 

LEARN TO PITCH LOW. (If you can consistently keep 
the ball low you will never be beaten badly). There is twice 
as much strike zone below the waist as above. More home 
runs are hit off high pitches than low pitches. By keeping 
the ball low you allow more opportunity for the double play 
or force out by a drawn in infield. 

Study batter weaknesses and take advantage of them. 
Remember the type of pitch each batter hits. To give him 
that pitch again may result in a battery error of judgment. 

VARY ‘SPEEDS. Use a slow curve or change. Keep the 
batters off balance. If hitters appear anxious, take a little 
extra time. , 

Curves and fast balls must be aimed at the ane if the 
batter is standing far away from it. 

All curve balls must be aimed according to What is de- 
sired. Curves aimed at the batter may break over the inside 
of the plate and give the following results: One, curve for a 
strike over the inside edge; two, curve wide for a ball out of 
reach of the bat. (Aim curve here if batter’s bat does not 
reach over the outside edge of the plate). This latter might 
be due to stepping away, standing too far away or choking 
the bat. 

CURVES AIMED at the outside edge of the plate may 
result in the following: One, cause the batter to swing and 
miss; two, help in breaking up the squeeze or hit and run 
plays. (The pitch for such plays should always be a fast ball 
unless a curve had been called and the squeeze was a surprise, 
then, stay with the called pitch hut keep it out of there and 
low). 

‘Keep base runners from getting too long a lead. One, 
practice your move to all bases. Two, throw over often in a 
game. Three, if a runner breaks before the pitch, step off 
the rubber by stepping back with the foot in contact with 
the rubber. 

BATTERS WHO stand in the middle of the box may hit 
curve balls just as they break. They may be fooled by the 
curve aimed at their hands which curves over the inside of 
the plate, especially if they hug the plate. 

Batters who stand in front of the box attempt to hit the 
ball before it breaks. Not many batters stand in this position, 
but they will against pitchers who are so called “garbage” 
or “junk” throwers, to better assist their timing. Batters who 
stand in the front part of the box are likely to hit fast pitches 
to the opposite field when they hit. 

Remember that a pitcher can step back off the rubber 
if a base runner starts to steal and therefore a delayed or 
double steal working will be lessened. 

THE NEW PITCHER must be willing to work hard. 
Keep alert to pick up suggestions that will help him. He must 
develop his control until he has so much confidence in himself 
that it becomes second nature to place the ball where he 
wishes. Once he has developed his control, he has reached 
a point where his mind is free to think of the situations that 
arise when he is out on the mound. He is now free to work 
for proper knee action that will keep base runners from get- 
ting a break on the steal. He can be free and vary the time 
of delivery with men on base, holding them close or catching 
them off base. 

When the young pitcher has mastered the following 
fundamentals to that point where he begins to think and see 
the plays ahead, he is starting to play heads-up baseball. 
When he has reached a point where he will attempt to set up 
a play to catch a runner on secénd as. he watches a stronger 
hitter step to the plate who might hit and score the runner, 
he has begun to see a play or two ahead and has promise of 
becoming a good pitcher. Compare him with the boy who 
can see only that he has a runner on second and a batter in 
the box and who starts his delivery without another thought 
in his head other than to stop the batter. 

The young pitcher must bear in mind that if he is to do 
a good job he must develop his own control, his own self- 
confidence, the confidence of his teammates and be so well 
acquainted with himself that he knows just how much work 
he must do to keep himself at perfection. All these things 
base, themselves on the player’s natural ability as a pitcher, 
how much he absorbs from his coach, how much hard work 
he does, and lastly whether he can school ‘himself to think 
as he works. He must be cool enough to think ahead so that 


he is always in the right place at the right time.

Allen Coaches Hondurans 


SPRINGFIELD — Springfield 
College baseball coach Archie 
Allen returned from his three 
months tour of Honduras in 
March and immediately began 
formulating plans for his 11th 
season at the helm of the Ma- 
roon diamond squad. 

Allen, who spent all of his 
‘time in Honduras conducting 
baseball clinics for the youngs- 
ters in the Central American 
country, settled down to serious 
thoughts — baseball thoughts— 
for the 1959 campaign. 

Sent to Honduras by the 
United States Government, Al- 
‘len stated he had to start from 
scratch with the many kids 
who jumped at the chance to 
“larn this great American game 
“of baseball.” 

He taught only the rudiments 
to hundreds of Honduran chil- 
dren, in return, learned about 
‘tarantulas, deep sea fishing, 
bad roads—and bananas. 

Centered in the capital of 
Honduras, Tegucigalpa, Allen 
planned and taught his clinics 


alone—no secretaries or aids 


whatsoever, except for three 
dozen bats, as many balls anda 
half dozen gloves, brought only 
on an afterthought. 

Allen found the people of 
Tegucigalpa, 100,000 _ strong, 
very unfamiliar with the game 
of baseball despite the fact that 
two neighboring countries Nic- 
aragua and Venezuela are ex- 
tremely baseball conscious. 

The fact that Tegucigalpa had 
only one baseball park sur- 
prised the Maroon mentor, and 
made things all the more diffi- 
cult. 

The right field fence was 260 
feet from home plate, and 
brought Allen to say, “wish I 

could have started my baseball 
career in that park.” 

The first day of practice, 
“maybe 20 kids showed up,” 
continued Allen. “By the end of 
the week there were 200, and 
I had to split them up into two 
sections.” 

Allen had to start off with 
teaching these kids how to grip 
the ball. Then he went into the 
rudiments of throwing and bat- 


ting. “For. some reason, all of 
the boys threw sidearm,” Allen 
said. 


He then began organizing the 
‘boys into groups of kids up to 
13 years of age. “You know,” 
added Allen, “it was kind of 
hard to tell the difference be- 
tween the 13-year-olds and the 
18-year-olds, They sort of stop 
growing at 13 and all of the 
kids were the same height.” 

“They had a devil of a time 
catching fly balls and holding 
a glove for ground balls. Most 
of them had never had a glove.” 
Allen went on to say that he 
used to bring this one 
glove out to practice and they 
all used to claw after it like a 
lion pouncing on his prey, only 
to discover it was a left-handed 
glove, and they couldn’t use it 
anyway. 

One other thing Allen: dis- 
covered in Honduras, The kids, 
as well as the grownups, had 
no endurance whatsoever. They 
could run like the wind, but 
tired easily.

Trojans can be had,” is the theme of the three northern coaches of 
the California Intercollegiate Baseball Assn., and at least one south- 
land mentor, John Scolinos of Pepperdine, agrees.

War II. The San Francisco Bay 
Areans have been taking their
